GOVERNORS  TO  ENTERTAIN 

WINSOR  SCHOOL  AT  CONCERT 


On  Saturday,  December  14,  the  Gover- 
nors will  entertain  the  Winsor  School  Glee 
Club  at  the  Academy  on  the  occasion  of 
their  second  combined  concert.  The  Gover- 
nor Dummer  singers  were  the  guests  of  the 
WTinsor  School  at  a  Christmas  concert  in 
Brookline  last  December. 

Although,  according  to  reports  from  Mr. 
Sager,  the  tryouts  have  not  yet  been  com- 
pleted, the  club  appears  to  be  of  unusually 
fine  quality.  Twenty-four  of  last  year's  per- 
formers are  back  again  this  year,  among 
them  Pete  Sutton,  last  year's  president  and 
soloist.  Of  the  one  hundred  or  more  boys  who 
applied  this  fall  about  forty-five  will  proba- 
ably  be  accepted,  thus  bringing  the  organiza- 
tion to  a  record  membership  of  approxi- 
mately seventy  boys.  Mr.  Sager  has  selected 
a  wide  variety  of  new  music,  both  light  and 
classical.  Among  the  new  numbers  are  several 
Bach  chorales  and  the  Seasons  of  Haydn. 
Highlights  of  the  clubs  schedule  this  year 
will  be  combined  concerts  with  Abbot 
Academy,  Bradford  Junior  College,  Walnut 
Hill  School,  and  Waynflete  School. 


Ingham  House  Provides  for 

Thirty-nine  More  Boys 


Governor  Dummer  opened  its  184th  year 
on  Tuesday,  September  17,  with  a  record 
enrollment  of  210  boys.  Ingham  House,  the 
new  dormitory  begun  last  fall,  was  ready  to 
receive  39  boys,  and  every  other  available 
space  in  the  school  was  filled.  In  fact,  owing 
to  the  tremendous  pressure  of  applications, 
attic  space  in  the  Phillips  Building  and  also 
in  the  Mansion  House,  not  intended  for 
boys'  use,  was  made  available  for  housing. 
Even  so,  a  large  number  of  well-qualified 
candidates  had  to  be  refused  throughout 
the  summer. 

This  year  seventeen  states  are  included 
on  the  Academy's  roster,  and  as  usual  a  large 
proportion  of  the  resident  students  come 
from  outside  New  England.  States  outside 
Massachusetts  with  the  heaviest  registra- 
tion include  New  York,  Maine,  New  Hamp- 
shire, Connecticut,  New  Jersey,  Illinois, 
and  Ohio.  There  are  also  boys  from  Michi- 
gan, Texas,  California,  Delaware,  Indiana, 
Kentucky,  Pennyslvania,  Rhode  Island, 
Vermont,  Virginia  and  Wisconsin.  A  com-

INGHAM  HOUSE  COMPLETED 

FOR  RE-OPENING  OF  SCHOOL 


Ingham  House,  a  new  dormitory  to  house 
thirty-nine  boys,  two  single  masters,  and  a 
married  master  and  his  family,  was  ready 
for  occupancy  at  the  opening  of  school  this 
year.  Designed  by  Mr.  Walter  H.  Kilham 
of  the  Boston  firm  of  Kilham,  Hopkins,  and 
Greeley,  it  stands  on  the  hillside  above  the 
varsity  hockey  pond.  The  Walsh  Construc- 
tion Company  of  Salem  began  work  on  the 
building  last  fall  and  all  year  students 
watched  with  interest  the  progressive  stages 
of  construction  and  acted  in  the  role  of 
'sidewalk  superintendents'.  When  school 
closed  last  June  completion  of  the  building 
seemed  remote,  but  September  17  found  it 
ready  in  all  essentials  for  the  arrival  of  its 
first  occupants. 

As  the  picture  above  shows,  the  new 
dormitory  was  still  incomplete  in  some  of  its 
details;  shutters  and  screens  were  not  yet  in 
place  and  the  landscaping  had  not  been 
finished.  The  necessities  and  even  'extras' 
of  comfort  and  convenience  were  in  readi- 
ness, however,  and  from  all  reports,  Ingham 
House  is  a  resounding  success  with  the  boys 
assigned  to  live  there. 


The  new  dormitory  is  156  feet  long  and 
38  feet  wide.  Three  stories  appear  on  the 
side  facing  the  hockey  pond;  the  south 
facade  facing  up  the  slope  has  only  two 
stories  visible  because  of  the  rising  level  of 
the  ground.  At  the  west  end  of  the  building, 
one  whole  three  story  unit  has  been  devoted 
to  a  home  for  Mr.  Sager  and  his  family. 
The  central  and  eastern  sections  are  occupied 
by  boys  rooms.  Each  boy's  room  measures 
9  feet  in  width  and  12  feet  in  length  and  has 
a  large  closet.  Each  floor  includes  an  un- 
married master's  room  with  private  bath. 
The  basement  includes  a  well-equipped 
photographic  laboratory,  trunk  rooms,  bi- 
cycle space  and  two  commons  rooms. 

The  actual  capacity  of  the  new  dormitory 
does  not  result  in  the  impression  of  monoto- 
nous size  on  the  exterior.  The  facade  facing 
up  the  slope  looks  like  that  of  a  good-sized 
private  New  England  dwelling,  andthe  facade 
facing  the  campus  is  relieved  by  a  graceful 
colonnade  on  the  ground  story.  The  building 
is  planned  in  three  units,  joined  by  connect- 
ing blocks.  Thus  monotony  is  avoided  and 
the  real  length  of  the  building  effectively 
dissimulated.  When  the  building  is  complete 
its  brick  exterior  will  be  painted  white  and 
this,  too,  is  expected  to  enhance  its  charm.

HEADMASTER'S  CALENDAR 


The  1763  Fund  launched  by  the  Governor 
Dummer  Alumni  Association  in  a  meeting 
at  the  Academy  last  Spring  has  made  size- 
able strides  during  the  summer.  At  the  latest 
tally  over  32,000  had  been  subscribed  by 
former  students.

The  Governor  Dummer  Rifle  Club  opened 
its  year  with  an  unusual  feat  of  strength. 
Because  of  the  location  of  Ingham  House, 
the  new  dormitory,  the  rifle  range  was  con- 
demned. The  42  members  of  the  club  were 
faced  with  the  problem  of  abandoning  their 
large  and  convenient  shooting  shack  or 
moving  it  to  a  new  site  about  twenty-five 
yards  from  the  original  one.  Numbers  and 
young  energy  favored  removal,  and  the 
members  of  the  club  picked  up  the  house 
and  walked  with  it  to  its  new  location.  Since 
the  shack  weighs  approximately  a  ton,  this 
was  something  of  an  accomplishment.  In  the 
process  of  moving,'  the  house  was  turned 
completely  around  so  that  the  range  now 
faces  in  almost  exactly  the  opposite  direction 
from  the  school.  The  chore  accomplished, 
the  club  members  have  begun  their  regular 
rifle  practices,  and  the  woods  south  of  the 
school  resound  with  their  shooting.

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EDITORIAL 

This  year  it  is  harder  to  get  into  college 
than  ever  before.  Every  college  is  over- 
crowded, and  many  have  waiting  lists  run- 
ning into  the  thousands.  Returning  veterans 
deserve  and  have  first  choice,  and  this  alone 
would  account  for  the  extraordinary  pressure 
on  colleges.  There  is  in  addition  to  this,  how- 
ever, the  increased  recognition  of  the  im- 
portance of  a  college  education.  Good  jobs 
are  getting  scarcer  for  those  who  are  not  well 
prepared,  and  for  those  wishing  to  enter  the 
professions,  a  college  degree  is  practically 
imperative. 

The  colleges  to  which  Governor  Dummer 
sends  its  graduates  have  all  reported  record 
enrollments  this  fall.  Harvard  has  registered 
11,700  students;  so  crowded  is  this  univer- 
sity that  many  of  its  students  will  know 
campus  life  only  through  the  classroom  and 
will  live  miles   away.   Dartmouth   received 


between  10,000  and  12,000  bona  fide  appli- 
cations for  admission  this  year  and  had 
places  for  only  200  new  boys.  Williams  had 
1,150  applications  for  the  160  places  avail- 
able in  its  freshman  class.  And  so  it  is  with 
many  other  colleges  where  the  Academy's 
graduates  have  normally  gone.  It  is  no 
longer  a  question  of  getting  into  the  college 
of  one's  choice.  It  is  a  question  of  getting 
into  college. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  school  year  each 
of  us  who  hopes  to  go  to  college  is  faced  with 
this  problem.  We  must  adjust  ourselves  to 
our  work  accordingly.  Only  the  best  quali- 
fied students  are  going  to  be  accepted  by  the 
colleges  of  their  choice,  and  those  whose 
records  are  in  any  way  questionable,  acade- 
mically or  otherwise,  are  going  to  find  it 
hard  to  gain  admission  anywhere.  Average 
work  is  no  longer  enough.  The  days  of  the 
"gentleman's  C"  are  over  for  aspirants  to  a 
higher  education.  Christopher  Morley  de- 
scribed college  life  in  the  1920's  as  "a  decent, 
sober  way  to  grow  old  enough  to  enter  busi- 
ness." That  kind  of  college  life  is  over,  at 
least  temporarily.  "Conscientious  objectors 
in  the  battle  of  learning"  are  no  longer  wel- 
come. 

Dean  Leighton,  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Admissions  at  Harvard,  told  us  last  year 
at  the  Cum  Laude  induction  that  this  extra- 
ordinary pressure  is  likely  to  last  for  several 
years.  This  means  that  not  only  the  upper- 
classmen  but  every  student  now  in  school  is 
affected.  We  have  a  bigger  job  to  do  than 
ever  before,  and  we  must  to  it  better.  If  we 
start  off  this  fall  with  this  thought  firmly  in 
mind,  we  can  make  this  a  good  year.
